wise  all  supplies  and  materials  necessary  or 
convenient  for  use  in  accomplishing  the  objects 
herein  mentioned: 

(7.)  To  carry  on  the  business  of  transport¬ 
ing  petroleum  axxd  other  mineral  oils,  gases, 
and  the  pi’oducts  thereof  by  means  of  pipe¬ 
lines  and  other  nxeans  of  conveyance  and  trans¬ 
portation,  including  ships  and  other  vessels, 
aircraft,  cars,  wagons,  and  other  vehicles, 
and  to  carry  on  such  business  as  is,  directly
